20 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
21 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

25 schedules disclosing the information and interests specified in this section, if known,

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1 2 The statement shall include a schedule of each gift, specified in

2 paragraph (3) of this subsection, received during the applicable period:

3 (i) by theindividual or by another entity at the direction of the

5 (i) directly or indirectly, from or on behalf of an entity that is:

6 1. aregulated lobbyigt;

7 2. regulated by the State; or

8 3. otherwise an entity doing business with the State.

9 [(3) () Except as provided in subparagraph (ii) of this paragraph, the

10 schedule shall include each gift with a value of more than $20 and each of two or more
11 giftswith acumulative value of $100 or more received from one entity during the
12 applicable period.

13 (i) The statement need not indude as a gift:

14 1. food or beverages received and consumed by an official of
15 the Legidative Branch in the presence of the donor or sponsoring entity as part of a
16 meal or reception, to which were invited all members of alegidative unit;

17 2. food or beverages received by a member of the General
18 Assembly at the time and geographic location of a meeting of alegidative

19 organization for which the member's presiding officer has approved the member's

20 attendance at State expense; or

21 3. aticket or free admission extended to amember of the
22 Genera Assembly by the person sponsoring or conducting the event as a courtesy or

23 ceremony to the office to attend a charitable, cultural, or palitical event to which were

24 invited all members of alegidative unit.

25 (iii) Notwithgtanding the provisions of subparagraph (ii) of this
26 paragraph, the statement shall include the acceptance of each of two or more tickets
